Somewhere on some battle* 
front, In an operating room or a 
first aid station, an Army nurse 
will break the seal on a paper 
bag of surgical sponges.

25 sponges, neatly tied with a 
surgeon’s knot 
One slight pull 
on the open end of the knot 
and the sponges are ready to be 
seized by the deft fingers of the 
surgeon. 
Ttie surgeon as well as the 
Mime will ha va noted that these - 
surgical sponges had been fold­ 
ed, counted, tied, packed and 
sealed by the Adams County 
Chapter of the American Red 
Crass surgical dressings depart­ 
ment. They will know' that each 
sponge I las been carefully in­ 
spected . . . that i! Is free of 
loose threads, that It was folded 
according to strict regulations 
and Instructions and that no 
loose or frayed edges arr visible. 
Some of thosi* sponges (God 
willing, we hope not) may be 
used to soak up blood in a deli­ 
cate operation or a first ald 
dressing on some Adams count) 
soldier.

Is. tightly packed in a heavy 
paper bag.

NEW OPA PRICES 
ON MEAT COMING 


Washington, April 
I 
(AP)—The 
Office of Price Administration today 
polished up new standardized retail 
prices for beef, veal, lamb and mut­ 
ton, which along with rationing, are 
expected by officials to iron out many 
of the kinks in the meat distribution 
machinery 
These price rules, which probably 
will be released Monday, will be 
similar to the standardized retail 
pork prices that go into effect today, 1 
although they probably will not 1>* 
effective until about April 15 
As in the case of today’s pork 
prices, the new rules on beef, veal, 
lamb and mutton will set up two 
prices, one for small independent 
stores and the other for large inde- 
pendents and chains, in each of ll 
zones into which the country has 
be*‘n divided. The two prices prob­ 
ably will be a cent to a few cents 
apart, with the .small stores per­ 
mitted to charge the higher prices 
because of higher relative operating 
costs. 
This will do away with the con­ 
fusion over meat prices which offi­ 
cials believe has done much to make 
possible widespread “black markets” 
in meat.
